WON'T SCAB 
ON THE SEAMEN 


The Seamen's strike meeting 
made clear yesterday that ranks are 
unbroken. Reports widely circulated 
said that order

The facts of the matter are 
simply that engineers and ships 
officers had nothing to say in the 
action taken by the national o- 
cials. This was demonstrated by the 


action taken by locals of these or- 
ganizations when they met the lat- 
ter part of last week. The officers 
took no action on the order of the

A total of 58 people died victims 
of tenement house firetraps in New 
York’s slum districts during 1936, 
Fire Commissioner John J. McElli- 
gott disclosed today in a report to 
Mayor LaGuardia. 

The scourge of fire swept through 
8,062 slum tenements during the 
year, the report showed. The fig- 
ure represents an increase of 389 
over 1935. 

Despite city-enacted legislation 
designed to force. landlords to re- 
move fire hazards from old-law ten- 
ements built before 1910, the num- 
ber of deaths decreased but one. 
Manhattan and Bronx were hard- 
est hit in fatalities with a total of 
36 out of 58.
